“Don't question me too closely 
about it,” he said, “but I think 
that job was finished up about 
1890.

Later Mr. Harrison was general 
superintendent in charge of the 
construction of the federal peni- 
tentiary, having been appointed as 
the personal representative of the 
United States attorney. 

One of his last projects here. 
before moving was the engineering 
design work on the Terminal Sta- 
tion. Later he also designed the 
Birmingham terminal and_ still 
later started work on the Mem- 
phis terminal, which was aban- 
doned due to a disagreement be- 
tween railroad companies. 

Enthusiastic about many sub- 
jects, Mr. Harrison is more enthu-_ 
siastic about Atlanta than almost 
anything else he can think of. 

“T guess I'm just like everybody 
else who lives here for any length 
of time,” he said with a smile. 
“but there is plenty of reason for 
it. Nobody could have seen the’ 
city grow the way I have with- 
out feeling the same way about it. 

“Even at that, the growth and 
development of Atlanta has really 
surpassed my expectations.

Investigation Shifts as Coro- 


ner Learns Employe Had 
Key to Liquor Firm. 


Search was in progress last night 
for John Davis, 28, of the rear of 
1339 West Peachtree street, negro 
porter at the liquor store in Rhodes 
Center, where an elderly special 
policeman was murdered early 
Sunday morning in a $1,000 safe 
robbery. 

Hunt for the negro began when 
his arrest was ordered by Coroner 
Paul Donehoo, in a surprise move 
during continued inquest into the 
slaying of the watchman, Thoma: 
H. (Pop) Herd. 

The coroner also announced the 
inquest would be “held open in- 
definitely,” in further efforts to 
solve the puzzling crime. 

The porter, employed at the 
liquor store for about four months, 
was a witness at the inquest ses- 
sion Wednesday. His arrest was 
ordered ostensibly for failing to 
answer a subpoena, but, the cor- 
oner said, his further testimony 
became material when it was dis- 
closed the negro on numerous oc- 
casions had posression of the key 
to the store. 

Denied Having Key. 

When Davis testified at the in- 
quest Wednesday he denied he hac 
ever had a key to the place. 

Coroner Donehoo said that wher 
the negro is arrested, the coroner’: 
jury will be called to hear his tes- 
mony. Davis’ employer, Phili; 
Mitchell, told the coroner he did 
not know why Davis failed to re- 
port for work yesterday. 

Additional mystery was injected 
into the cast yesterday when the 
coroner's jury examined the paper 
dise record from the slain watch- 
man’s time elock, and heard 
check of Herd’s movement, as re- 
vealed on the record, by Gordon 
Lewis, manager of a time clock 
service, 

Lewis said there are six stations 
at the Center where the watchman 
punches clocks hourly. The disc 
record disclosed that Herd punch- 
ed them Saturday night regularly 
from 7 p. m. until 11 p. m. 

Different Story.

Lewis testified another odd cir- 
cumstance was that on all previous 
rounds the elapsed time between 
stations averaged 8 to 10 minutes, 
but that the midnight round show- 
ed from the record that only an 
average of three minutes 
clapsed between stations, with sta- 
tion No. 5 missing.

HOW FREEDOM GOES | 

Beyond the oceans bordering the United 
States—east and west—the individual rights of 
man, gradually acquired through centuries of 
suffering, are rapidly disappearing. Within 20 
years—since the close of the last great con- 
flict fought, ostensibly at least, for the purpose 
of preserving the spirit of democracy among 
the nations—over 500,000,000 people have been 
deprived of their liberty. And the end is not 
in sight. 

In most instances, the power which de- 
stroyed their freedom was created by the peo- 
ple themselves. Under the guise of help in 
times of great national stress, they surrendered 
many little liberties, the loss of which, in the 
aggregate, created unsuspected power. Once 
deprived of these many little things, the people 
were browbeaten into giving up greater things, 
and eventually were overawed by an irresistible 
force which deprived them of all their rights. 
The process was so gradual, so approved of by 
the people because of the apparent sincerity of 
their leaders, that concentration camps and 
prisons were overflowing with objectors before 
the ghastly mistake was discovered. 

Although the people of the United States 
have never faced the stark, realistic brutality 


of a Fascist or Communistic dictatorship, they | 


now know, from the experience of others, how 
it begins. They have seen it grow, beyond the 
seas, into a vast, overpowering force. They 
have seen its iron fist reach into other coun- 
tries to pound them into submission. They 
have seen enough to convince them they must 
guard against a similar cancerous growth in 
America, They have seen enough to throw off 
that old notion, prevalent for so many years, 
that an encroachment upon the constitution 
“will affect somebody else and not me.” 

They are realizing, more and more, what it 
would mean if they could not read the news- 
paper of their choice; could not listen to a 
radio broadcast of their own selection: could 
not go to the library and obtain a book of 
their own choosing; could not teach their chil- 
dren the truth as they saw it; could not attend 
religious services as dictated by their con- 
sciences; could not vote as they pleased: could 
not control their own law-enforcement agen- 
cies; but were subjected to unjust arrest, de- 
prived of jury trial and thrown into prison if 
any of these present rights were exercised, or 
attempted to be exercised. 

Fortunately the people of the United States 
have a constitution to protect them from the 
insidious inner forces which have deprived a 
half billion of the world’s people of their free- 
dom. But this great document and the rights 


it guarantees is not a self-perpetuating insti-. 


tution. It can last only so long as the people 
care to preserve it. If it is remembered 
that its provisions were written in the knowl- 
edge of events extending back into centuries 
of human relations, and not in the extremities 
of one hysterical decade, it will be safe from 
destruction. 


TRAFFIC CONDITIONS 


Launching of a new campaign to secure bet- 
ter traffic conditions in Atlanta will be wel- 
comed by all citizens with imagination suf- 
ficlent to see wherein the city’s greater benefit 
ies. 

The new drive, started by a special group of 
citizens in co-operation with the Atlanta Motor 
Club, holds promise of greater success than 
many similar movements of the past, which 
started out with high resolve but finally died 
away without much accomplishment. 


If the leaders behind the new movement will 
retain the enthusiasm displayed at the opening 
meeting on Thursday, there should be no let 
up until Atlanta’s traffic flows as smoothly, 
at least, as that of any other city. To accom- 
plish this many new regulations will be neces- 
sary and strict enforcement of all regulations, 
old and new, will be essential. 

Even then, however, the problem will not be 
solved unt? all automobile drivers have been 
fully educated in the rules of the streets and 
have been impressively taught that these rules 
must be obeyed. 

To keep within one traffic lane, to drive 
promptly when the green signal says “Go!” to 
know and to use the proper arm signals and to 
obey all nonparking restrictions are among the 
elementary things which many local drivers 
either do not understand or wilfully disregard. 

Chief efforts will have to come from Chief 


Hornsby and the personnel of the police depart- 
ment, particularly from Captain Jack Malcom 
and the members of the traffic squads. This 
being so, it becomes necessary for every officer, 
on duty or not, driving automobile or motor- 
cycle, to scrupulously observe all rules and set 
an example of obedience to the law and the 
exercise of that illusive quality best described 
as “traffic common sense.” 


AIDS TO YOUTH 


Three answers to the problem of unemploy- 
ment among the youth of Georgia are to be 
found in Atlanta. Each of the three functions 
in a different field, yet in the inherent qualities 
of all three are to be found the solution to a 
problem that is grave, yet full of hope. 

One of these is a new departure for the 
schools of this section and involves the training 
of senior students, who cannot continue to col- 
lege, in the occupation they hope to follow, and 
for which they are best suited. The training 
is the best yet devised—actual practice in going 
businesses that offer an opportunity for steady 
employment after graduation. This, of course, 
involves the co-operation of Atlanta business- 
men, a course that ts to be commended to the 
progressive industrial or mercantile establish- 
ment. If this co-operation can be extended to 
all the school systems of Atlanta and Fulton 
county, then the city will not be confronted 
with a situation in which the city school board 
is informed that 400 graduates of the system 
have not been able to find work. At the same 
time, a reservoir of trained personnel is cre- 
ated, both for those participating in the train- 
ing and for those who cannot, because of lack 
of facilities, co-operate. It is the only sensible 
approach to a growing problem, and will pre- 
vent another problem that could be faced when 
better business conditions increase the demand 
for adequately-trained workers. 

Coupled with this training opportunity is the 
work of the University of Georgia Evening 
School, which offers college training facilities 
to those youngsters who cannot attend a stan- 
dard college. Business today recognizes the 
necessity of education beyond that of high 
schools, if a worker is to progress beyond cer- 
tain well-defined limits. The Evening school 
provides this opportunity. Many businesses 
have found it advantageous to finance courses 
for potentially valuable employes—the only re- 
quirement for full payment being a passing 
mark that indicates genuine interest and appli- 
cation. This procedure also is to be recom- 
mended to the far-seeing businessman. In this 
manner can be built a peculiarly valuable and 
loyal personnel, where under ordinary circum- 


stances would exist an ambitious, yet inade- 


quately educated group. 


The third and possibly the most valuable 
agency in its final analysis is the National 
Youth Administration, which has been applying 
these same principles in a different manner 
throughout the state of Georgia. The Youth 
Administration has been slowly working out an 
adequate, efficient method of training under- 
privileged youth in gainful occupations that 
will mean, in the future, much to Georgia. 

Those persons who saw the NYA exhibit at 
the Southeastern Fair will recognize the value 
of this work. Cabinet work of these youths was 
high quality, while the handicrafts of other 
types on display opened new vistas of oppor- 
tunity for youth in the forgotten sections of 
the state. Not shown were the other projects 
that train farm children in the ways of profit- 
able, intelligent farming; in healthy, decent 
homemaking; in restaurant and tea room man- 
agement; in practical nursing; in practical 
mechanics, and in the rudiments of all those 
things that spell a new and courageous gen- 
eration of rural southern youth. In the towns 
and cities still others are taught library work, 
mechanics, woodworking and other subjects, 
that in practical application mean new ad- 
vantages to those who, in some cases, have not 
been able to attend school beyond the so-called 
grammar grades. 

In these three are the factors to which the 
people of Georgia must look for a new and more 
vital citizenry. In these three rest the hope 
for youth; and in hope for youth rests the 
future of the nation.

Editorial of the Day 


NEVER NORMAL SALESMANSHIP., 
(From the Richmond Times Dispatch.) 

Since Secretary of Agriculture Wallace makes 
it plain that the details of his plan to dump sur- 
plus farm products into the hands of poor Ameri- 
cans, have not been worked out, judgment of its 
feasibility should be withheld until the blueprint 
has been drawn.' In purpose, the proposal to let 
the government cheaply retail surplus farm com- 
modities, and their manufactured products, to 
those on relief, and “other low-income families,” 
is laudable enough. 

In proposing to amplify greatly the distribu- 
tion of food products among the poor, Secretary 
Wallace would at once provide a convenient 
method for increasing the food supply of those 
families not now getting enough te eat, and a 
means for disposing of farm surpluses that plague 
the crop-control program, and the ever-normal 
granary principle. 

Under the plan now outlined by Secretary 
Wallace, the government would become a larger 
purchaser of agricultural commodities, but it is 
by no means certain that its purchases would keep 
farm prices up. Also, providing a special market 
for surplus farm products, would not the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture be moving in the direction of 
an unavoidable conflict with the idea that there 
is no real market for agricultural commodities 
produced beyond the limits fixed (in the case of 
certain crops) by the secretary of agriculture? 

As the plan for retailing surplus farm products 
grows in size, the ovjections may increase in mag- 
nitude. One objection certain to be raised, is that 
Secretary Wallace’s domestic dumping plan would 
injure retail business. Yet one main objective of 
the social security program, with its distribution 
of cash among the unemployed and the needy, is 
to provide business in the community with a shock 
absorber, by giving the “submerged third” of the 
population a purchasing power. Is the govern- 
ment to supply the purchasing power, and then 
compete at cut rates with private business for the 
purchases that are to be made by the needy? How 
could “needy” consumers be efficiently tagged? 

Secretary Wallace has had another creative 
idea, but the mechanics through which it is to be 
put into operation are so involved that it is doubt- 
ful whether it can be made to work. 


THE CAPITAL PARADE 


By JOSEPH ALSOP AND ROBERT KINTNER. 
EXCEEDINGLY SHREWD NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—When the 


President swallowed his pride to 
ask Herbert H. Lehman to run again for governor of New York, 
he was exceedingly shrewd. He not only excluded from the senate 
an independent conservative Democrat capable of making twice 
Carter Glass’ trouble. He may also have killed in infancy a new 
Republican party, very different from the shambling, bumbling fall 
guy which he has always found such an easy mark. 

About a month ago, Kenneth Simpson and his junta of Republi- 
can Young Turks asked a national sentiment-testing service to poll 
New York state to learn whether Tom Dewey or Senator Robert 
F. Wagner would be stronger in a race for the governorship. The 
youthful racket-buster came out an odds-on favorite, with more 
than 60 per cent of the votes. Poor Simpson and his friends, ex- 
pecting Lehman to run for the senate, thought Wagner the most 
‘dangerous possible opposition candidate, Now they know they were 
wrong. 


SCRATCHING FOR FUNDS Lehman’s acceptance of the 


gubernatorial nomination has 
knocked the props from under most of Dewey’s issues. As he was 
the man who appointed Dewey, Dewey can scarcely attack him for 
lax law enforcement. Worse still, having been an excellent and 
very careful administrator, Lehman appeals to precisely the mod- 
erate-conservative element which should be the backbone of the 
Dewey strength. A low but often effective test of a candidacy’s 
vitality is the willingness of the fat cats to use their checkbooks. 
And where the Dewey forces would have been showered with 
money to beat anyone but Lehman, they are now picking and 
scratching for the most trifling sums. 

In fact, at this writing, the betting is very heavily on Lehman. 
Postmaster General James A. Farley, manager of the Democratic 
forces, is more optimistic than ever in his private forecasting. 
And although the Republicans insist that Dewey’s chances are 
better than they seem, the insistence has an air of whistling in 
the wind. 


| AN INTELLIGENT CAMPAIGN On Dewey’s side, there are 


several things to remember. 
In the first place, he is the first Republican candidate in the recent 
memory of New York to start his campaign intelligently. Wisely 
advised by Simpson and the shrewd George Z. Medalie, he is avoid- 
ing all the tiresome old wheezes about “regimentation” and “New 
Deal spending.” Instead of trying to save the people from them- 
selves—always an unpopular role—he is attempting to show that 
he can serve them better than Herbert Lehman. 

Secondly, he is a Republican candidate who rouses real en- 
thusiasm in the bosom of the man in the street. And third, the up- 
state organizations are ready to work for him as they have not 
worked for many a long year. His backers hope that he will come 
down to New York city with a majority of 600,000 and then lose 
the city by only 400,000 or 500,000. They may possibly be right, 
for Dewey, who was a perfectly unknown political quantity at his 
nomination, is really developing remarkable promise. 


FOUR POTENTIAL FACTORS On the other hand, with the 


normal Democratic majority 
plus the votes of the Labor party, Dewey must convert around 
500,000 voters to win. In this difficult operation, his backers cal- 
culate that he has four potential factors in his favor. 

The first two are the possibility of a real Republican undertow 
in the country, and the possibility that gang-buster sentiment may 
be even stronger than it seems, Neither can be tested except by 
the result. 

The third is more definite. Governor “Lehman offended the 
Roman Catholic church by vetoing a bill for public support of paro- 
chial school buses. The situation was not improved when he signed 
the bill in revised form, and then saw it thrown out in the state 
court of appeals with his brother, Judge Irving Lehman, partici- 
pating in the decision. Special provision for a parochial school bus 
bill has been made in the proposed new constitution, but Dewey 
is making an issue of the matter, indicating that the parochial 
schools ought to get more than bus subsidies. 

And the fourth is unpleasant, being anti-Semitism. Dewey will 
have nothing to do with this personally, being a decent civilized 
man. Indeed, he has appointed Roger Straus, a leading New York 
Jew, to be one of his chief campaign managers. But there is no 
doubt that a certain subnormal element of Republicans will try to 
stir up anti-Semitic feeling, and the factor cannot be ignored. 


OTHER FACTORS. TOO There are all sorts of other things 


to be considered, such as the stand 
of Mayor La Guardia, who hates Lehman and has given a half- 
commitment to support Dewey. But the foregoing gives a general 
picture of the campaign as it is developing. The pity of it is that 
the issues are not greater, and that at their first attempt the new 
Republicans, represented by Dewey and Simpson, don't have a 
better chance to show what they can accomplish.

THIS ONCE WAS VERY BAD This once was very bad. That

est conference. The boys were required to sign a pledge they were 
| receiving no help from any source to enable them to play football. 
| Very often this pledge was signed on the same desk and was 
handed them by the same faculty chairman who a moment before 
had made arrangements for them to receive financial help for play- 
ing football. 

I once knew a faculty chairman who said that the next morning 
after helping the boys cheat and then sign a pledge which was a 
lie, he had to get up and deliver a chapel talk on the school’s honor 
system. He said that all during the talk there was a voice in his 
skull which kept shouting, “You louse! What a cheap louse you 
are!” It worried him no end. 

He was a very nice man and because he and others felt this 
way they had the rules changed. Now a boy may honestly receive 
help. There is no reason why he should not. It doesn’t do some 
boys any good because they leave school believing the world will 
take care of them. But then, I always figured if football didn’t get 
them off to a bad start it would have been something else. The 
facts are most of the football players turn out as well as the non- 
football players. The football group has a scholastic record as good 
as that of any other organized group. 


DOWN AT L. S. U. L.S. U. was one of the few honest schools

If your abilities, your natural capacities, ripen at 24, you must 
be ready to use them.

They learned their trade 
early and had their tools sharpened when the? ripened, 

I’m not suggesting that you follow that example. Those fellows 
missed their schooling and had to learn the hard way.

The people listened for a minute’

But to this generalization there 
are two exceptions. First, those 
who have much to lose, like the 
Jews, Social Democrats and other 
liberal elements. Second, those 
who have much to gain, like 
hot young Nazis and the debt-ri 
den peasants and that bold but 
small minority of citizens in every 
walk of life who are ready to risk 
their lives to fish for profits among 
troubled waters. 

Incidentally, this Ruthenian 
area about which there is so much 
spurious excitement has little save 
a nominal value. It is a poor, 
mountainous country, lovely in 
scenery, but devoid of roads, rail- 
roads and rivers that can serve as 
communications arteries. As a 
“corridor” between Poland and 
Hungary, or between German-con- 
trolled Czechoslovakia and Ru- 
mania, it is a contradiction In 
terms. Because the word “corri- 
dor’ means a passage through 
which there is easy movement, and 
Ruthenia is just about as back- 
ward and roadless as the Kentucky 
mountains were 20 years ago. 

Orders From Berlin. 

As things look now, the Hunga- 
rians will get enough by the im- 
pending discussions to save the 
face of the Budapest government, 
which will thus retain power until 
the Hungarian Nazis—hitherto 
quarreling among  themselves— 
have been reorganized and have 
received their orders, from Berlin. 
Which may be a matter of days or 
weeks, or, though hardly, 

In conclusion, your correspond- 
ent would like to add a word of 
personal explanation. It may seem 
surprising thatI, whom noone can 
call pro-Nazi—far from it—appear 
to accept as a certainly Nazi dom- 
ination of south-central Europe, if 
not today, at least tomorrow. The 
answer is that facts are far strong- 
er than hopes or political likes and 
dislikes and that I have yet to find 
anyone in Budapest, high or low, 
native or foreign, who has not 
seen the writing on the wall and 
been able, sadly or gladly, to inter- 
pret it.

He also allowed State’s Attorney 
C. W. Creighton to introduce a 
letter written by the 25-year-old 
Mrs. Honeycutt to her parents in 
Carter, Tenn... and an 11l-page mis- 
sive from Mrs. Brooks, 23, to Mrs. 
Honeycutt while the latter was 
held in jail at Albion. 

The Jetter of Mrs. Honeycutt, 
who lives in Johnson City, Tenn., 
to her parents, was to be consid- 
ered evidence only against the au- 
thor, Judge Hill ruled. Likewise, 
Mrs. Brook’s letter to her buxom 
blonde companion was limited as 
evidence against her. Mrs. Brooks’ 
home is in Elizabethton, Tenn. 

The text of the note from Mrs. 
Honeycutt to Mrs. Brooks, admit- 
ted as evidence against both: 

“Jean, did they ever ask you if 


the old man was asleep. We bet- 
ter say no. They asked me how 
come his hand was all scratched 
up. We better say the last thing 
we remember he was carrying the 
gun around in his hand walking 
through the floor. We better: be 
thinking up a lot and say nothing. 

“Don't matter what happens, 
let’s don’t take the stand for it’s 
going to be pitiful. You are the 
only one who knows I shot him. If 
you tell I'll get the chair in spite 
of hell. Don’t tell them nothing 
else. Don’t talk to Mr. Creighton 
(the state’s attorney) any more 
either. Be careful what you Say. 
They listen to every word.” 

In her letter to her parents, Mrs. 
Honeycutt said her girl friend was 


“trying to blame it all on me.” 


“We both shot the old man with 
his own gun,” it stated. 

Mrs. Brooks, in her long letter 
to Mrs. Honeycutt, told of being 
“nervous as a race horse” and 
pleaded with her codefendant to 
“tell the truth.”
